THE NEW LOAN. 

Popo wrote tlisit "Euvy will merit, as 
its sliiulo, P"i'aiiL^ but, like a shadow, 
provcH tlio BubHtanco true." Tkoso lines 
ara forcibly HUgKOBto J by iho courso of 
the Oppobitiou Prt-aa in uiHcuHHing tlio 
successful lloating of tLo now loau m 
London TLoy lulmitthat the result was 
bettor tbnu thoy anticipated— tliut tho 
rato obtniued wus oxceptionuUy bigli, and 
that the arrangements through which tbo 
loon was brought undor tha notice of 
London capitalists woro good and sound. 
But whilat thun admitting thoy Lave 
takou care that no portion of tho pnuso 
they bestow bo largely shall be awarded 
to the Government. It was the Bank for 
■whoso brows thoy have prepared the lau- 
rel w.'Ofttli, and ultbougu lae Bank may 
decline to strut about with olusteriug 
honors not peculiarly its own, tho Opposi- 
tion will insist ou spiking tlio leavea to 
the Bank's brows with the Rlturp points of 
their pons. A day or two ago wo showed 
that it was to tho policy by which the loan 
was placed in tho hands of tho Banli to 
negotiate that the Opposition in the 
IIouKo took exception. Tho only objec- 
tion they raised to the Lnaa Bill was tho 
manner in wbich it w;u proposed to float 
it. Mr. Walkom, from his oxporienco 
•with the "millionaires of tho old world" 
(said oiparionco having consisted iuotl'oi - 
ing them £00,000of Provincial dubcnturos 
bearing interest at 7 per oont, which ilioy 
refused,) was sure the bonds would sell 
for only 00 cents. Mr. Beavon predicted 
that the Bank was only interested in re- 
couping itself, and would sell the doben- 
tuioa for anything they might bring; a 
third honorable member doolared thatthc 
country was "sinohed" and that the bonds 
\rould be saoriflced. All sides were agreed 
that tbe oxtravagonce and wasto of tho 
preceding Government had made tho loan 
necessary— the only diflferonce of opinion 
csisled as to tho means adopted tolloat it. 
Dav after day the country waii told that it 
was at tho mercy of the Bank, that the 
bonds were sure to be sacrificed ; and it 
was sought to make a lest question in the 
House of tho financial arrangement of the 
Government. Amongst those who clam- 
mored most loudly on this very poijt 
were the Opposition press, Tlioy pre- 
dicted every description of disaster bo- 
oauso the Bank had the bonds in its 
bands. The Herald of Westminster was 
very pronounced, and enlarged thereupon 
on tho 29th of April last in tho following 
eloquent and passionate strain: 

" Oor present 'wise and prudent' Gov- 
ernment is about to pat a loan of $750,000 
into the hands of tho Bank of B. C, to bo 
placed on the London murket at G per 
cent, (with a probable discount of 10 per 
cent, to besin with) , and it lias been bor- 
rowing large sums at 8 per cent, on the 
^ Boourity of the subsidy, and the general 
rerenua and tho 'short temporary' Joan 
bonds, and everything else on which it 
could lay its hands! The Qovernaient 
has 60 carefully and studiously 'mixed' 
all its Btatements on financial matters, that 
ono finds great difficulty in ariiviug at 
any acenrato conclusion; but wo bolievo 
it is safe to say that it will require at least 
8100,000 to cover the charges for interest, 
commission, discount, &c., on the finan- 
cial transactions of this 'wise and pru- 
dent' Qovernment, so far as wo can at 
present calonlate." 

It will be seen that the financial policy 
of tho Oovornmont is arraigned in tho 
above extract, and "so far as we can at 
present calculate" it was claimed that tho 
discount would require at least 8100,000 
to cover the charges for interest, commis- 
sion, discount, etc., and tbe "probable 
disconnl" was to be "10 per cent, to ba- 
crin Vr ith." There is not a word in tho 
extract extolling tho Government for 
putting Iho bomlfi ''in tho hands of tlio 
Bank of I'j C." On the contrary, that act 
wa:t tho Unpardonable Sin and tlie wliolu 
policy ia denounced as imprudent and 
dangerous.

New Youk, July 14.— Tho Timen' Wash- 
ington special says: The following extract 
from II private lefior, dated New Orleans, 
July yth, written by a colored man, shows 
the negro is not to bo givun a fair chance 
under tbo now order of things iu Lonisi- 
aua. 

Politically speaking, the condition of 
our people horo is oven worse than when 
I lust wrote to you. Those who have 
heretofore worked in various cnpaoitios 
under state and city govornnientH have 
been thrown out of omployment aud have 
been idle since January last, and know 
not whoro | to go to obtain work. When 
thoy np])ly to Domocrats hero in the oily 
they are told to "go to your radio.il 
frienda for whom you voted," When thoy 
go to their Kopublican friends, so-oalloil, 
tiioy are advised to go tho xjluntatious. 
When thoy go to the plantations in tho 
country parishes as a last resort they are 
ordered to leave within 21 or 18 hours, 
under penalty of being bulldosed. Tlie 
notitication to leave is mado iiocordiKg as 
particular individuals notified have been 
active aa Eepubliouns, iu some cases tlio 
time being oxtoudod to 1.") days. Mean- 
while the families of those people are 
starving, with no ouoouraging prospect 
for obtaining that relief which thoy so 
much need.
